AGAWAM —- A _ message 
about healthy eating habits 
coupled with a trot through the 
writing process made for a good 
interdisciplinary lesson for first 
graders at Benjamin Phelps El- 
ementary School last week after 
recently published children’s 
author Chaz Nielsen appeared at 
the school.

Nielsen came to Phelps Fri- 
day, March 22 to read his new 
book to first graders and talk to 
them about the writing process, 
something the students just re- 
cently completed. 

“The children are currently 
learning about writing persua- 
sive essays,” said first-grade 


teacher Cheryll O’Connor. 
“They chose to write about eat- 
ing healthy. We put together the 
issues in the form of a book.” 

She saw an article about 
Nielsen recently publishing his 
book, which shares a_ similar 
theme to the children’s stories, 
and invited him to Agawam to 
share his book and talk about 
healthy eating habits and the 
writing process. 

“He’s trying to get a mes- 
sage out with his book,” said 
O’Connor.

Councilor wants to use 
CPA funds for potential 
future project

AGAWAM — Although he ac- 
knowledges that it would likely take 
years to tackle a restoration of the 
town hall on Main Street, one city 
councilor hopes that the Commu- 
nity Preservation Committee (CPC) 
will consider expending Commu- 
nity Preservation Act funds to reha- 
bilitate the structure at some point 
in the future. 

Councilor Paul Cavallo addressed 
the council at the end of the March 
18 meeting, saying that with CPC 
projects like the School Street Park 
and School Street Barn coming be- 
fore the council for approval in re- 
cent months, he would like to see 
town officials take aim at Agawam 
Town Hall, which he said is in need 
of an upgrade. 

He referenced a town hall reha- 
bilitation project in Needham, the 
eastern Massachusetts town where 
his son currently lives, that was ap- 
proved in 2009 using $15 million in 
Community Preservation Act funds. 
According to Cavallo, $7.2 million 
was bonded for the project. 

“They must have a heck of a tax 
rate because that’s a lot of money,” 
he told Agawam Advertiser News 
last week. 

The Community Preservation Act 
is a state law that allows municipali- 
ties to place a surcharge of up to 3 
percent on homeowners’ property 
taxes. The state then matches a per-

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‘Preferential treatment’ 
subject of discussion

AGAWAM — On the heels of an allega- 
tion that one Agawam police officer received 
preferential treatment during an off-duty in- 
cident, it has been decided that the chief of 
police will be informed following any future 
incidents involving an Agawam police offi- 
cer or police department employee. 

That was the latest development stemming 
from a June 29, 2012 incident involving for- 
mer Agawam officer Danielle Petrangelo, 
who allegedly received special treatment 
from fellow officers. 

Last week, the city council’s community 
relations sub-committee called police of- 
ficials to a meeting at the Agawam Public 
Library to learn more about the incident and 
the Internal Affairs report compiled by Lt. 
Eric Gillis that was released last month. 

Police Chief Robert Campbell explained 
the more than 30-page document, which he 
provided to sub-committee Chair Cecilia Ca- 
labrese. Councilors James Cichetti, George 
Bitzas, Dennis Perry, and Paul Cavallo are 
also on the committee. 

Campbell was asked if the department 
had taken action regarding the incident so it 
doesn't happen again. 
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Council subcommittee meets with police officials 


He said he did not take the discretionary 
ability of his police officers away because 
it is important to their function in the field. 
However, he has stipulated now that he be 
should called in the event of any incident. 

“The chief of police or his designee will 
be called any time day or night if something 
like this happens again,” said Campbell. 

The prior protocol required an officer to 
contact a “shift supervisor” to come to the 
scene of an event involving a police em- 
ployee. That protocol is still in place, but the 
supervisor is also now required to contact 
the chief, or a designee of the chief in the 
event he is on vacation or otherwise away 
from town. 

Lt. Richard Light was the acting chief last 
year when Petrangelo, who appeared drunk, 
was found driving the wrong way down 
Route 5 north occurred. While supervisors 
were notified and responded to the incident, 
Light was not made aware of it until the fol- 
lowing day. 

Calabrese thanked the police department 
for coming to the brief meeting and inform- 
ing council members of the issue. Following 
the meeting, she expressed the importance 
of councilors being informed of events like 
this. 

“We are public officials and people do 
come to us asking questions,” said Cala- 
brese. “We are not often informed of these 
incidents.” 

Calabrese said she understood the difficult 


School Comm approves 
revised pregnancy policy

AGAWAM — School committee mem- 
bers recently scrapped a proposed policy for 
pregnant students because of serious con- 
cerns about their health and safety. 

The committee then voted unanimously 
to adopt a revamped policy that addressed 
those concerns. The new policy, “Physical 
Limitations,” was approved 6-0 at the March 
12 meeting. It doesn’t require a pregnant stu- 
dent to have a certificate from a physician 
indicating they are physically and emotion- 
ally capable of continuing with all school 
activities, but they are required to have the 
same health and immunization records as all 
other students.

However, the policy states that pregnant 
students can have restrictions if the district 
“requires such limitations or accommoda- 
tions for all students for other physical or 
emotional conditions requiring the attention 
of a physician.” 

The original proposed policy, “Pregnant 
Students,” was sent to all school districts 
by the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees (MASC), which recommended 
that districts adopt the policy to comply with 
state and federal laws. 

MASC’s proposed policy didn’t require 
a pregnant student to obtain any doctor’s 
certificate about the student’s physical and 
emotional ability to remain in school or par- 
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and

job police officers have and the decision- 
making surrounding Petrangelo’s incident. 
She did not comment on whether or not she 
agreed with how it was handled. 

“T am satisfied to hear of the chief’s new 
order,” said Calabrese. “I think that the chief 
needs to be informed of these types of inci- 
dents immediately.” 

Perry, the vice president of the city coun- 
cil, said the council has no legislative power 
over the police department. But he did say it 
has a rule allowing them to make inquiries 
if they wish. 

“T applaud her (Calabrese) for calling the 
public meeting together,” said Perry. “This 
is an area of concern and we want to be in- 
formed.” 

Petrangelo was placed on administrative 
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leave after an accidental shooting in May 
2012. She was then found driving on the 
wrong side of the road by West Springfield 
police on June 29. Agawam police respond- 
ed to the scene on that date and handled Pe- 
trangelo, transporting her home. She was 
later released from duty by the department in 
November. Hampden County District Attor- 
ney Mark Mastrioanni has been public in his 
criticism of the police department for their 
handling of the incident. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen released the 
Internal Affairs report on the June 29, 2012 
incident in February following several 
media inquiries about the issue. Further 
comment on Petrangelo has ceased due to 
ongoing litigation between the town and

New town hall: Necessity or luxury? 


e got achuckle out of City Council 

\ N / President Christopher Johnson’s 

comment about the potential for 
putting an elevator in Agawam Town Hall, 
given that it’s a two-story building with five 
levels, which he said means an elevator in 
the building is “just not possible.” 

But while we appreciate the moment of 
levity during an otherwise serious public 
meeting, we can’t help but wonder about the 
future of the Agawam Town Hall. If mak- 
ing the current building handicap accessible 
while simultaneously giving it a facelift isn’t 
possible, would the town then be willing to 
expend funds for a new one? And with that 
in mind, we have to ask, is a modern town 
hall building a necessity or a luxury? 

Some people might say (and we tend to 


agree), “If it ain’t broke, don’t fix it,’ so the 
real question is: Is it broken? 

At last week’s council meeting, Coun- 
cilor Paul Cavallo pointed to the town of 
Needham in eastern Massachusetts, which 
rehabilitated its town hall using Community 
Preservation Act funds in 2009. That proj- 
ect also included a modern addition that was 
paid for by the town. All told, that project 
cost upwards of $18 million, the kind of 
money we don’t have to spend here in Aga- 
wam, even with potential CPA funding. 

With CPA projects like the School Street 
Barn rehabilitation and Phase 2 of School 
Street Park making headlines in our paper 
over the last several months, we know our 
readers have at least a cursory understand- 
ing of the CPA laws as they relate to eligible 


projects: historical preservation, open space 
and recreation and affordable housing. Re- 
habilitating the current town hall would only 
fall into the historical preservation category, 
then, and we know that means that any addi- 
tion to the building — short of preserving the 
historical integrity of the structure — would 
mean at least a portion of the project cost 
would not be covered by CPA. 

To that end, we urge town officials to do 
their homework. 

Other western Massachusetts towns 
— most notably Whately, located in Franklin 
County — are looking to fund similar proj- 
ects. In Whately, residents will reportedly be 
asked to approve $87,906 in CPA money to 
be applied to the design phase of their town 
hall renovation. For construction, officials 


there have indicated that the town would 
apply for grants specific to renovations of 
historic buildings. 

We would hope that if town officials here 
are serious about looking into the future of 
Agawam Town Hall, they look to other com- 
munities in the Commonwealth for guid- 
ance. After all, why reinvent the wheel? 

We know that no project has been pro- 
posed for the town of Agawam — yet! — but 
given that councilors have taken to discuss- 
ing it as part of an open meeting, we feel 
now is the time to weigh in: before any deci- 
sions are made.

Praying like Jesus 


e have become a nation 
of comfort. You don’t of- 
ten see people doing the 


hard things anymore they are more 
interested in the easy or comfortable 
thing. It is natural to desire comfort 
and feeling good, I know I do, but the 
problem comes when our pursuit of 
comfort causes us more pain than if 
we would endure the struggle. There 
are times in our lives when we actu- 
ally need to embrace the pain, suf- 
fering, difficulty and work through 
it instead of trying to avoid it. This is 
Passion Week in the Christian com- 
munity and in this week we find a 
picture of Jesus wanting to avoid the 
pain, but embracing it when He had 
to and that’s a picture we need to 
better understand in our lives. 

Just before this final week of Je- 
sus’ life starts, He tells His disciples 


that His time has almost come and 
He is going to be crucified. We often 
think it would be nice to know the 
future, but this is definitely one of 
those times that foreknowledge was 
not a good thing. After eating the 
Last Supper with His disciples Jesus 
goes to His favorite place to pray, 
the Garden of Gethsemane. 

The first prayer Jesus prays is for 
this cup to be removed from Him. 
Jesus knew the torturous death that 
lay before Him and He also knew 
the pain that would come when the 
sins of the world were put upon Him. 
On the cross Jesus took our iniqui- 
ties upon Himself which meant that 
the Father in heaven had to turn His 
back on Jesus.

book published,” Nielsen said. “Some days 
I did not even want to look at this story.” 

Nielson told the students he spent about 
eight months working on getting his book 
published, collaborating with artists and 
editors, and even shared his story with some 
children to get feedback.

centage of the funds raised, and the town 
can use the money for preservation of open 
space, restoration of historic buildings, and 
affordable homes on the recommendation of 
the CPC. 

In Agawam, homeowners are assessed a | 
percent surcharge for CPA, said Henry Ko- 
zloski, chairman of the town’s CPC. While 
the state matched 100 percent of the money 
raised when CPA was first adopted, it has 
hovered around 25 percent in recent years. 

Cavallo said when he visited his son in 
Needham recently, he spotted a sign in front 
of the town hall there that said the renova- 
tion of the building was paid for through 
CPA funding. 

The total scope of that project included a 
restoration of the building’s exterior and au- 


fy, 
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ditorium to its original 1902 design, as well 
as construction of an addition to accommo- 
date meeting and office spaces and other res- 
torations and upgrades. Because the project 
included construction of a modern annex, 
the town had to determine what could be 
paid for with CPA funds, and what would 
be paid for from the town’s general budget, 
according to the Community Preservation 
Coalition, which provided an overview of 
the project on its website, www.communi- 
typreservation.org. 

After seeing that structure, Cavallo said he 
started to think about Agawam’s aging town 
hall. 

“Tt is in need of some kind of rehabilita- 
tion,” Cavallo said, adding, “I kept saying to 
myself I’ve been in this town 46 years and 
that town hall has not really changed at all.” 

But Cavallo was quick to point out that

the building would not change overnight. 
The project in Needham, for example, took 
years to come to fruition, he said, adding he 
brought it up to the council so that “maybe 
somewhere down the line we can do some- 
thing with that building. 

“T’m not talking next week,” he said. “It 
could take two, three years.” 

Kozloski said the problem with Agawam 
Town Hall is that it is not handicap acces- 
sible and that if CPA funds are used to re- 
habilitate the building, it must also be ADA 
compliant. 

“T wouldn’t vote for it unless the town hall 
was fully handicap accessible,’ Kozloski 
said. 

At the council meeting March 18, Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas said he hoped to see the 
structure get a “facelift” using CPA money. 
In addition, he said he’d like to see an eleva-

tor in the building. 

But Council President Christopher John- 
son cautioned against such a lofty goal, 
pointing out that the town hall is a two-story 
building with five levels. 

“Tt’s just not possible,” he said. 

Likewise, Councilor Gina Letellier told 
the council the town hall needed more than 
a facelift. 

“We need a new town hall,” she said. 

The Community Preservation Committee 
will hold a public hearing in May, during 
which time it will hear from residents and 
organizations about ideas for future projects. 
The date of that meeting was not announced 
at presstime.

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Event benefits the West Springfield Public Library Building Fund &

founded in Springfield in 1972 and was officially incorpo- 
rated Feb. 6, 1973. 

To mark that milestone, society members have decided to 
hold a free open house at Agawam Senior Center located at 
954 Main St., Agawam, Saturday, April 6. The event will in- 
clude presentations on genealogical research tips, examples 
of websites available, genealogy programs for documenting 
work, and projects members have undertaken. 

A glimpse into the past 

Leverson got involved with the genealogical society after 
she saw a notice in the calendar listing of Agawam Adver- 
tiser News for one of the computer classes it offers. 

“T went to one of those and I was hooked,” said Leverson, 
who already had a passion for genealogoy. “My mom had 
taken me to the Berkshires to the Sylvio Conte facility — a 
research facility — and I found my grandfather’s 1920 census. 
It was amazing. Ever since then, I’ve been hooked.” 

Through her research, Leverson has traced “actual docu- 
ments of family members” dating back to the 1880s. 

“The most fun I’ve had with it is on my dad’s side; I was 
able to see the first person in my family to come over from 
Poland. I found his address in Chicopee, then I was able to 
trace other family members who lived for up to a year with 
him,” she said. 

Much of her research was done through Ancestry.com, 
which provides census data, but she also looked at city direc- 
tories in order to determine how people moved around. 

How to learn more 

The purpose of the open house next month is to show peo- 
ple how easy it is to get started, said Leverson. 

“We have several people who are experts in that area,” she 
said, adding that handouts and website information will be 
available. In addition, attendees can learn more about the 
monthly genealogical society meetings, held at the Agawam 
Senior Center on the first Wednesday of each month, 6 to 8 
p.m., from September through June, or the genealogy com- 
puter workshops, held the third and fourth Thursday of the 
month from 6 to 8 p.m., also at the senior center. 

“There’s just so much available on the Internet and on 
computers,” said Leverson. “We have a lot of discussion 
about that.” 

The Western Massachusetts Genealogical Society current- 
ly has about 100 active members, about 80 percent of whom 
live in Western Massachusetts. The other 20 percent are resi- 
dents of other states with ancestry from Massachusetts or 
New England, according to the society’s website. 

The organization receives a number of inquires each 
month from people seeking information on area families and 
members volunteer to research those requests. 

Membership information 

Annual membership to the Western Massachusetts Genea- 
logical Society runs from Sept. 1 to Aug. 31 each year. Cost 
of membership is $20 for individuals or $25 for institutions.

ticipate in extracurricular activities during 
or after a pregnancy. When the policy was 
presented in November, the absence of a 
requirement for a doctor’s certificate raised 
concerns among committee members. 
Potential liability for town 

Anthony Bonavita, the committee’s vice 
chair and a practicing attorney, was among 
those committee members who questioned the 
district’s liability if the policy was adopted as 
written. He said the lack of a doctor’s certifi- 
cate presented a situation of possible liability 
for the town by not taking into consideration 
possible medical situations involving a preg- 
nancy. 

The committee approved the policy on 
the first reading, but requested a meeting 
with the school attorney prior to the second 
and third readings. The committee also re- 
quested that Superintendent William Sapelli 
check with other school districts about poli- 
cies regarding pregnant students. 

When committee members met with 
school attorney Russell Dupere, he told them 
they basically had no choice but to adopt the 
policy. If the committee didn’t approve the 
policy, he said, the district wouldn’t be in 
compliance with state and federal laws. 

He also explained that failure to adopt a 
student pregnancy policy would put the dis- 
trict in jeopardy of being cited in a state or 
federal civil rights audit. To clarify that the 
policy was virtually a mandate, the commit- 
tee agreed to add “pursuant to federal and 
state law” to the policy. 

Strong reservations stalls vote 

Despite that clarification, when the policy 
was presented for a final vote (second and 
third readings) in late January, the commit- 
tee still had reservations about it. Several 
members said they would reluctantly vote 
for it because they felt they had no choice.

“T disagree with it, but PII vote for it because 
it’s the law and we have to do it,” said Shelley 
Reed. Added Diane Juzba, “I don’t think it’s a 
fair policy, but it’s the law, so Pll support it.” 

Linda Galarneau, chair of the policy sub- 
committee, also viewed the MASC policy as 
a conflict with the district’s existing student 
policies on medical conditions, physical ex- 
ams, and absences. She said she wanted to 
make sure that any policy adopted by the 
committee treated all students fairly — includ- 
ing pregnant students — and didn’t discrimi- 
nate in any way. “Basically, I want to make 
sure the playing field is level for everyone.” 

Frustrated because they felt there was no 
choice but to approve the policy, the com- 
mittee decided to table it. They also sought 
clarification about possible conflicts with 
Agawam’s other student policies and wanted 
to review information from other districts 
about how those districts dealt with policies 
for pregnant students. 

Revised policy wins committee support 

In February, the policy subcommittee de- 
cided a better alternative to the MASC poli- 
cy on pregnant students was one used by the 
Hampden-Wilbraham Regional School Dis- 
trict. They felt the policy could be adapted 
for use in Agawam since it had been drafted 
in response to a civil rights audit. 

When Galarneau presented the revised 
policy for the first reading on Feb. 26, she 
said it would also address any possible 
policy conflicts and liability issues by cross 
referencing it with Agawam’s medical con- 
ditions policy. 

Prior to voting on the revised policy, Bo- 
navita said it satisfied his concerns. 

“This does it for me. ’'m very happy with 
this one,” he said. “It allows common sense 
to dictate how decisions are made. It allows 
the school some discretion in how to handle 
things. I fully support this policy.”

Drug Take Back Day 

The Agawam Health 
Department has announces that 
National Drug Take Back Day 
will be held Saturday, April 27 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. at town 
hall located at 36 Main St. This 
free collection day is for the safe 
disposal of drugs and syringes, 
no questions asked. Used nee- 
dles, syringes and lancets will 
be collected in approved sharps 
containers (puncture-proof, 
heavy duty laundry bottles will 
be accepted). Items that cannot 
be accepted are chemo drugs, IV 
bags, and liquids of any type. 

Safe Needle Disposal 
Program 


Effective July 2012, home 
sharps, as well as unopened 
packages of hypodermic nee- 
dles and lancets, shall not be 


disposed of in solid municipal 
waste, including household 
waste, and shall be collected 
and disposed of in accordance 
with 105 CMR 480.125 B. 

The health department 
would like to remind all resi- 
dents that they are not allowed 
to dispose of their unopened, 
or used syringes, needles and 
lancets in the household trash, 
regardless if it is confined to a 
puncture proof container or not. 

The health department 
offers a safe alternative for 
disposing of used needles and 
syringes. Residents can now 
purchase a two-quart container 
for $8, which includes the cost 
of the container and disposal 
when you return the filled con- 
tainer to the health department. 
Residents may also purchase a 
medical sharps container at any 


medical supply store and return 
it filled to the health department 
for disposal for a fee. Coffee 
cans, milk bottles and soda bot- 
tles are not approved containers 
and will not be accepted. 

For those that cannot afford 
to purchase a medical sharps 
container, a heavy-duty, one- 
gallon, puncture-proof liquid 
laundry detergent bottle with a 
screw on cap may be substitut- 
ed. A $10 disposal fee will be 
charged when it is brought to 
the health department for dis- 
posal.

Used needles, syringes, lan- 
cets, epipens, and auto injec- 
tors may not be disposed of in 
household trash or recycle bins.
